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IN reflecting on the 
very first Victorian 
Premier League 
season it must be 
said that any mode- 
rate success that 
can be claimed 
must be tempered 
by the two conside- 
rations. 


The first, that the 
gradual acceptance of 
the new competition 
must be seen as only the 
beginning of a long haul 
of for the state’s major 
competition. 

In other words, the 
Premier League still 
has a way to go before it 
can claim to be an elite, 
semi-professional com- 
petition of considerable 
standing in the sporting 
community. 

Secondly, any mode- 
rate success in 1991 can 
only be judged against 
that of its predecessor, 
the old State League, 
which was, in its latter 
years, only a tattered 
and torn remnant of its 
former self. 

Any improvement 
this season was going to 
look like a glorious 
success. 

But given that the 
VSF has been true to its 
word of at least 
attempting to drag Vic- 
torian clubs kicking and 
screaming into the 
1990s, and that it will 
almost certainly adopt a 
long-awaited finals se- 
Ties to add some extra 
spice to 1992, the Pre- 
mier League is a heal- 
thy, if not thriving, pro- 
position. 

As for the clubs, here 
is a brief guide to who 
did what and who did 
notin 1991. 

JUVENTUS was cle- 
arly the yardstick. for 
the league this season 
and did what most of 
the experts didn’t be- 
lieve it could do in 1991 
by dominating the com- 
petition. 

The 1989 and 1990 
runner-up boasted 
clearly the best defence 
in the league, a credit to 
vastly under-rated co- 
ach Billy Rogers and 
the club provided some 
often rare quality foot- 
bail at this level. 

John Corvan proved 
to be one of the season’s 
best signings, Jeff Doy- 
le was inspirational, 
Steve Smith proved he 
was still a class goal- 
scorer and flashy bana 
nabender Brian McNi- 
col continued to catch 
the eye. 


BULLEEN was, on 
its best days, the best 
side in the league. 

When it was out of 
sorts, some players 
went missing. 

But season 1991 was 
a milestone for the 
young club as it turned 
from also-rans into con- 
tenders and achieved its 
best-ever season under 
a coach destined to 
make his mark, Andy 
Bozikas. 

Bulleen suffered 


with the early season’ 


loss of Bill Tsiakos and, 
late in the year, Fab In- 
cantalupo; both of 
whom suffered broken 
legs in battle. 

That the club weat- 
hered those trying ti- 
mes in style is a sure sign 
that Bulleen is truly one 
to watch during 1992 

Robbie Krajacic pro- 
ved, if he needed to that 
is, that he is a class act. 

MORWELL FAL- 
CONS started the sea- 
son as title favorite — a 
tag coach Bobby 
McLachlan hated from 
the start — but was 
never really in the 
running. 

Despite a pre-season 
Tecruiting drive and a 
seemingly star-studded 
line-up, Morwell suffe- 
red, at least early on, 
from having too many 
quality players fighting 
for ego space and, more 
latterly, a nasty injury 
run which left club 
stocks depleted. 

In the end Morwell 
deserves credit for 
staying in the race for so 
long. 

No doubt the sting of 
missing the NSL will 
linger down in the La- 
trobe Valley for some 
time, perhaps acting as 
a spur for next season. 

Danny Neild stam- 
ped himself as a player 
of the future, taking the 
step up from the first 
division in his stride. 

ALTONA GATE 
piayed a rare brand of 
quality football for 
much of the season but 
fouled its title chances 
with a late-season run 
of outs which eventual- 
ly saw the end of Roy 
Maclaren’s reign at the 
helm. 

In his place came 
Cele Presilski, who ob- 
viously put the side 
back on track but only 
after the gate was shut 
and the horses had 
bolted. 

Klime Aslimovski,

FAWKNER had the 
lot in terms of ability 
but even coach Claude 
Lucchesi has conceded 
that maybe some of his 
team members just 
didn’t have the heart for 
the battle. 

That might in some 
way explain why Faw- 
kner managed to stum- 
ble in virtually every 
key match it played this 
season, winning just 
one of its ten matches 
(v Morwell Falcons) 
against the other top 
five sides.

Thomastown was 
workmanlike and rare- 
ly spectacular, altho- 
ugh keeper Bob Brian 
was the exception, pro- 
ving himself to be clear- 
ly the best custodian in 
the competition. 

Peter Cocker held a 
fraying Thomastown 
side together at times. 

ALBION produced 
the goods when it was 
often least expected. 

But it wasn’t often 
enough to keep Terry 
Hennessey at the club. 

He fell out of love 
with Selwyn Park — so 


nearly taking a few 
players with him — 
when talk of pay dis- 
putes and the likes floa- 
ted to the surface. 


Thankfully Bobby 
Russell returned to the 
fold and, by season’s 
end, had Albion pro- 
ducing something close 
to its best. 

Dale White proved 
he is still NSL quality 
and Andrew Freund 
proved he isn’t far 
away. 

ST ALBANS won 
games — particularly 
over the second half of 
the season under Tony 
Vrzina — but few 
friends during the cour- 
se of the year. 

Although Dinamo 
broke no rules it mana- 
ged to trot out the grea- 
test array of NSL talent 
outside of the NSL, 
parading eight players 
from that competition 
in club colours over the 
year. 

Needless to say the 
guest player farce har- 
dly endeared St Albans 
to opposition clubs al- 
though from St Albans 
point of view, their in- 


clusion had the desired 
effect. 

Ail credit, however, 
to Andrew Marth and 
Chris Ketsakidis, who at 
least took their duties to 
the club seriously and 
gaye tremendous value 
for money. 


GREENSGUIEL Y 
missed big Aki Kotza- 
michalis, had too few 
consistent performers 
and might have been 
lost without a trace had 
it not been for new Hei- 
delberg signing Sash 
Becvinovski. 

The diminutive goal- 
scorer put his all-fated 
spell at Wollongong 
Mac well behind him 
and kept Gully out of 
trouble in an otherwise 
forgettable season. 

In what was Gully’s 
worst State League 
finish in a decade. ever- 
green Kenny Smart 
showed the way but 
many others refused to 
follow his lead. 

CROYDON CITY 
had its greatest triumph 
early season when it

AUSTRALIAN Soc- 
cer players are 
often described as 
athletic, powerful, 
and brave. 

It is very rare that 
they are described as 
skilful or have a good 
touch. It is also often 
said that the players 
from the “Old Days’’ 
who were migrants 
were better on the ball. 

Nobody seems to 
have the magical an- 
swer why this is so, but 
there seems to be a 
common thread to ob- 
taining this good touch 
of the ball. The thread 
being playing lots and 
lots of games in the 
streets of whatever 
country the player 
came from. 

This could range 
from one vs one to seven 
a side, only stopping for 
darkness or if a car 
came down the street. 

In those days, wall 
passes were literally 
wall passes and a !amp- 
post was usually a goal 
post! 

We have to accept 
that this soccer environ- 
ment does not exist in 
Australia, whether we 
like this fact or not! 
Kids in Australia today 
have a number of choi- 
ces of how they spend 
their leisure, that not 
only includes other 


sports but other types of 
options such as Televi- 
sion, Videos, Skate- 
boarding and course 
Surfing. 

So how do we re- 
create the street foot- 
ball which is credited 
with the development 
of skilful players? The 
Australian Soccer 
Federation has decided 
to re-vamp Mini-Soc- 
cer, and replace it with 
Rooball. 

The name Rooball 
was chosen as firstly it is 
very Australian and 
therefore not linked 
with any one particular 
nationality. Also its re- 
lated to Socceroo, 
therefore a young play- 
er can be on the way to 
-becoming a Socceroo. 

The game is all about 
skill development. The 
number of players is re- 
duced with players un- 
der eight having six 
players on a team, and 
players under 10 having 
nine players. The pit- 
ches are reduced, 
therefore the play will 
be a lot tighter and play- 
ers must develop a good 
first touch and close ball 
control. 

To aid these skillre- 
lated factors, the ball 
size is reduced to a size 
three for under eights 
and a size four for under 
10s. Also all free kicks 
are indirect to encour- 
age more touches of a

ball for all players. 

The pitch sizes have 
been reduced and The 
Drug Offensive/Roo- 
ball brochure outlines 
the recommended 
sizes 

Obviously, due to 
economics and practi- 
calities the sizes of the 
Tespective pitches and 
goals are notset in con- 
crete. Common sense 
shouldtnrevcitencim= 
ple guide is that one 
average size soccer 
field can have three 
Rooball games on it. 

The under tens 
playing across one half 
and the under eights 
playing in one quarter. 
This means that on one 
soccer pitch forty two 
young players can be 
actively involved. 

A number of experts 
in the game met to 
devise the rules and 
these included Craig 
Johnston, Eddie 
Thomson, Les Schein- 
flug, Mike Wells, Ron 
Smith and all the State 
Directors of Coaching 
and Development Offi- 
cers and they felt that 
Rooball is certainly the 
way to go to make a 
more skilful Australian 
player. 

lf we can add balls 
skilis to our already out- 
standing athletic ta- 
lents, then we will truly 
be a soccer force in the 
twenty first century. 
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AS a youngster I ne- 
ver had the oppor- 
tunity of playing in 
under-age com- 
‘petitions. 

Womens Soccer, 
then in its infancy, sim- 
ply did not offer that op- 
portunity. 

Times have changed 
since the introduction 
of Rooball. 

Both girls and boys 
from the ages of eleven 
years and under are 
now able to participa- 
te in a modified version 
of soccer specially desi- 
gned to meet the physi- 
cal requiremenis of yo- 
ung players and to pro- 
vide that element of 
FUN to the game. 

RooBall now offers 
both girls and boys 
many other advantages 
such as:

2. Increased partici- 
pation 

3. Allows for skill de- 
velopment to flow from 
the junior to senior

In the past many girls 
grew up with the perce- 
ption that soccer is a 
game “‘for the boys”.

Falcao was fired from 
his first coaching job a 
year after taking over 
from Sebastiao Lazzaro- 
ni because he refused to 
accept changes in the 
way the squad was being 
tun, CBF director Jorge 
Salgado told a news con- 
ference. 


“There was some resi- 
stance and because of the 
divergences we conclu- 
ded we would have to opt 
for a new trainer,” Salga- 
do said. 

Salgado would not say 
what the proposed chan- 
ges were. Falcao was not 
immediately available 
for comment. 

Brazilian reporters 
who covered the national 
team during the last 
Copa America said Fal- 
cao was upset because 
the CBF did not renew 
the contracts of his physi- 
otherapist and press 
spokesman. 

Falcao, a former 
World Cup midfielder 
star, has been constantly 
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ll change in Brazil as F 


under fire for his team’s 
poor performances, 

Brazil won five and 
drew seven of their 15 full 
international matches 
under him, more than 50 
players were been used.

John Dyson QC, for 
the FA, said that altho- 
ugh it was “very concer- 
ned” about the League 
being run without san- 
ction, it would not take 


any steps until after the 
September 10 meeting. 


The High Court re- 
cently gave the FA the 
go-ahead to set up a 
Premier League, which 
it plans to launch in two 
seasons despite opposi- 
tion from the Footbali 
League. 

The September 10 
meeting is expected to 
determine whether or 
not the League will pur- 
sue an appeal against 
that ruling. 

Rick Parry, chair- 
man of the first division 
clubs group, said after 
the latest hearing that 
clubs were very concer- 
ned by the fact they 
were playing “‘illegal 
football”.

week. 

And Brady says: 
“Gary hasn't had many 
international appear- 
ances, considering the 
years he’s been in the 
game. That was one of 
the points we spoke 
about during the nego- 
tiations to bring him 
home to Scotland. 

“| hope he’s going 
to pick up a lot more 
-now he’s a Celtic 
player.” 


Gillespie got his first 
call-up as an Ally Mac- 
Leod discovery way 
back in February 1978, 
when he was still at 
Falkirk. 


in the same Under- 
21 squad for a match 
against Wales at Che- 
ster was anotiier Scot- 
land recruit, Alex 
McLeish. But while the 
Aberdeen man has gone 
on to win 76 full caps, 
Gillespie's internatio- 
nai career has stuttered 
along. 


Gillespie says: ‘We 
first played together 
against the USA later 
that year. But Alex’s 
career took off while 
mine didn’t. A big fac-

tor was that he has piay- 
ed in the Premier Lea- 
gue all the time. 


Fortunes 


“But my fortunes 
took a different turn 
when I moved to Co- 
ventry and became one 
of the Scots who soldie- 
red on unnoticed in 
England: 


“There was less 
chance of being pic- 
ked then if you played 
for one of the less fas- 
hionable sides. 


“But coming back to 
Scotland won’t do me 
any harm. Playing for 
Celtic will put me bang 
in the public eye.

“What will also help 
me is playing in Euro- 
pean club football. I 
missed out on that with 
Liverpool, playing only 
three European ties.

Dalglish controversi- 
ally withdrew him, 
along with clubmate 
Steve Nicol, trom the 
Scotland squad's four- 
day trip to Genoa— four 
months before the 
World Cup. 


Worried 


And when the An- 
field pair were pulled 


out, Roxy fumed: “If 
they aren't available to 
us then we won't be 
available to them.” 

Gillespie admits: “I 
was very worried, | 
had visions of my 
Scotland career 
being all washed up 
there and then. 

“T could see both 
points of view. I was 
suffering from a knock 
and Liverpool wanted 
nothing to jeopardise 
my being fit for the fol- 
lowing Saturday. 


“At the same time 
Andy Roxburgh nee- 
ded a settled squad. 


“It’s history now, but 
at the time it left me 
very fearful about my 
Scotland future.” 


But Gillespie doesn’t 
regard his 13 caps in 13 
years as unlucky. 


“If Pd been capped for 
Scotland only once, I'd 
still look back on it as 
my proudest day in 
football.”

Kirkley, “just a 
boys’ club footballer” 
himself, remembers 
Gazza as a slow, chub- 
by 42-year-old — but 
with dazzling skill. The 
late Brian Watson was 
Newcastle’s youth de- 
velopment officer at the 
time. 

“I was part-time — 
and he sent me to watch 
another lad at Gates- 
head Boys under-13 
trials. 

“Gazza took my eye 
even before the game 
had started, with his 
ball juggling in the pre- 
match kickabout. 

“T decided to keep 
an eye on him. He also 
showed in a match 
situation that he had ex- 
ceptional skill. 

“He was very slow, 
but his football brain 
gave him an extra yard 
to make up for that. 

“I recommended 
him to Brian and he fol- 
lowed up by signing 
him. Even then the lad 


was the type who 
wouldn’t do what 
coaches want. 

“Beardsley is-simi- 
lar and it’s because of 
their great skill. 

“But I have to admit 
I never thought Paul 
would become an Eng- 
land player.” 


Problem 


It was different with 
Steven, Kirkley was 
working for Burnley 
then and says: “A 
school teacher friend of 
mine, Bob Hamil, told 
me he was the best 
schoolboy player he’d 
seen. 

“I went up to Ber- 
wick to see the lad and 
at the time, I had to 
agree, Newcastle 
wanted him, but they 
had a bad reputation 
then for not giving kids 
a chance. 

“When I joined the 
club, it took me three 
years to overcome that 

~problem. So persuad- 
ing Trevor to join Burn- 
ley was easy. He liked 
the set-up and knew 
he’d get a chance at 
Turf Moor.” 


Kirkley, who’s also 
worked for Blackpool 
and Chelsea, didn’t 
have as much luck when 
he sent Beardsley to 
Burnley. 

“Peter was a late de- 
veloper. It was a hard 
Job just to get him to 
play away from his 
estate at Longbenton. 

But he used to come 
to Wallsend Boys Club, 
where I was football 
secretary, I sent him to 
Burnley when he was 18 
and they turned him 
down. 


Begged 


“He didn’t play parti- 
cularly well when he 
was there but I begged 
them to take a chance 
on him. 

“The problem was 
that Burnley had to be 
careful with money 
But Harry Potts, mana- 
ger there at the time 
later said to me: “The 
one time we didn’t lis- 
ten to you cost us, be- 
cause we missed the 
best one of the lot.”” 


Kirkley reckons his 
total of finds is enough 
to field three League 
teams. 


They include Brian 
Laws (now with Not- 
tingham Forest), Neil 
McDonaid (Everton), 
Steve Bruce (Manches- 
ter United), Joe Allon 
(Chelsea), lan Bogie 
and Paul Stephenson 
(Millwall), and Les 
Taylor, Watford’s Cup 
Final captain in 1984. 

The first of his dis- 
coveries to move for a 
big fee was Ray Hank- 
in, signed for £170,000 
by Leeds from Burnley 
in 1977. 


Hankin is now youth 
coach at Darlington. 

But forget 
Beardsley, Gazza, 
Steven an the rest, 
Kirkley says: “The 
dest signing I’ve made is 
in Newcastle's team 
now — Lee Clark. 

“As a schoolboy, 
Lee had everthing: the 
skill of Beardsley and 
the passing ability of 
Steven. 

“One of my scouts, 
Brian Clark, told me 
about him when the lad 
was only seven. That’s 
how old he was the first 
time I saw him and he 
was a certainty then to 
play for England 
Boys.” 

Clark is now trying to 
fulfil his early promise 
and justify the hopes of 
Kirkley, who admits to 
his failures and di- 
sappointments. 

“Steve Watson has 
attracted a lot of atten- 
sion, but he’s surprised 
us, After three years at 
our centre of excellence 
we still didn’t sign him. 

“We had him for 
three years, but he’s a 


Sunderland fan and 
wanted to go there. 


“The worst misses? 
Shaun Murray, now 
with Portsmouth, and 
Alan Shearer of South- 
ampton. 

“Td have put my last 
penny on Shaun be- 
coming a big star. He 
trained with us regular- 
lyt and used to come to 
matches with his black 
and white hat and 
gloves.
